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PAPER MATERIALS. 

Errorts have been made for centuries, since the use of linen and 
cotton was introduced, to find other substances for the manufac- 
ture of paper, arising from the scantiness of the supply of rags to meet 
the increasing demand for paper. I send you a little chronology on the 
subject, from a work now in press, arranged in this wise, embracing 
history, statistics, patents, discoveries, and every thing else connected 
with the subject, to which a date can be affixed. 

1360.—Ulman Stromer began to write at Nuremberg, the first work 
ever published on paper-making. 

1640.—The manufacture of paper-hangings was begun about this 
time as a substitute for the ancient hangings of tapestry, or cloth; they 
reached a high state of beauty and perfection. 

1646.—Athanasius Kircher, a Jesuit of the 17th century, boasted of 
having paper, among other things, made of asbestos. 

1716.—John Bagfora, the most extraordinary connoisseur of paper 
ever known, died in England. It was said of him that he could tell at 
first sight the place where and the time when any paper was made. 
He prepared materials for a history of paper-making, which are now in 
the British Museum numbered 5891 to 5988, 

1719.—Reaumur, in an essay published at this time, seems to have 
been the first author who perceived that paper might be produced from 
wood, and suggested that some one having the opportunity should make 
the experiment. 

1734.—Seba, a Flemish writer on natural history, called attention to 
the fact that his country “‘does not seem to want trees fit for making 
paper, if people would give themselves the necessary trouble and ex- 
pense, Alga marina, which is composed of long, strong, viscous fila- 
ments, might it not be proper for this purpose, as well as the mats of 
Muscovy, if they were prepared as the Japanese are accustomed to do.” 

1751.—Many suitable vegetables had been discovered, and schemes 
proposed for converting them into paper, as a substitute for rags, but 
none were carried into effect until now, when M. Guettard, in France, 
published his experiments, and communicated new specimens of paper 
made from the bark, leaves, wood, &c., of different plants, shrubs, and 
trees. 

1756.—The first attempt to manufacture paper of straw, which was 
made in Germany, was induced by the scarcity of rags. A treatise was 
printed on the subject, giving a plan for reducing all vegetables into 
pulp, and bleaching the same. 

1765.—Schoetfer, of Ratisbonne, published a work, in octavo, upon 
the different sorts of paper which he could make without the use of 
rags, giving specimens, among which were the coton du peuplier, hor- 
hets’ nest, saw dust, moss, beech, willow, aspen, mulberry, clematite, 
and pine; also hop vines, the peelings of grape vines, hemp, the leaves 
of aloes, and lily of the valley; also arroche, mothwort, masse d'eau, 
barley straw, cabbage stumps, thistles, burdock, conferva, wheat straw, 
broomeorn, and Bavarian peat. 
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1774.—Scheele discovered a gas, which is now known as chlorine, 
which, in combination with lime, came to be employed in bleaching 
paper stuff to a very great extent. 

1776.—A volume was printed in France upon a whitish paper made 
from the bark of the linden (basswood), at the end of which were some 
twenty specimens of paper, made from as many different kinds of vege- 
tables. But the poor quality of the fabrics, and the cost of producing 
them, seem to have discouraged the inventors. 

1786.—The works of the Marquis de Villette were printed in Lon- 
don on paper made of marsh-mallow. At the end are specimens, in 
single leaves, of paper made of the nettle, hops, moss, reed, three species 
of conferva, couch grass, spindle trees, wayfaring tree, elm, lime, yellow 
willow, sallow willow, poplar, oak, burdock, coltsfoot, and thistle. 
These experiments were made at Bruges. They served to show that 
paper could be made of a multitude of articles; but the difficulties were 
not overcome, which still exist, of preparing a substance more economi- 
cal than linen and cotton, 

1794.—A paper mill was built at Fairhaven, Vt., by Col. Lyon, at 
which paper for wrapping was made from the bark of basswood. 

1800.—The Marquis of Salisbury presented to the King of England a 
book printed upon paper manufactured of straw, which treated of the 
manner in which the ancients employed different materials to perpetu- 
ate the remembrance of events before the invention of paper. 

1800.—A_ successful experiment was made in England by Matthias 
Koops, by which 700 reams of clean and white paper was turned out 
weekly from old, waste, and written and printed paper alone, which 
had previously been thrown away. 

1801.—Matthias Koops succeeded in making “ the most perfect paper 
from straw, wood, and other vegetables, without the addition of any 
other known paper stuff.” He obtained a patent for a mode of manu- 
facturing paper from straw, hay, thistles, waste and refuse hemp and 
flax, and different kinds of wood and bark, fit for printing and almost all 
other purposes for which paper is used. 

1802.—Burgess Allison and John Hawkins obtained a patent at 
Washington for making paper of the husks of Indian corn, 

1802.—M. Lozanna offered to the Society of Agriculture at Turin, a 
number of specimens of paper made of the savatula ervensis, the car- 
duus nutans, and the bark of the erigerone of Canada. 

1805.—It was about this time that the (so-called) rice paper of the 
Chinese, used for artificial flowers, was introduced into England. 

1806.—Francis Guy, of Baltimore, obtained a patent for paper floor 
carpets, which he claimed were equal to canvas floor cloths, much more 
beautiful, and fifty per cent. cheaper. 

1812.—Gabriel Desetable, of Caen in France, presented specimens of 
paper made from straw, by means of an instrument said to be so simple 
that any person who pleased could make paper equal to the most prac- 
tical workmen. 

1818.—The Prince of Wales Island Gazette was printed on paper 
which was said to have been made from rice; by which was probably 
meant rice straw. 

1820 —A patent was granted for five years, by the government of 
Denmark, to the inventor of a mode of making paper from geaweed, 
which was claimed to be whiter and stronger than the paper in common 
use, and cheaper. 

1825.—William Van Touten, a Hollander, took out a patent in Eng- 
land for a mode of manufacturing paper of moss, The same year Louis 
Lambert, a Frenchman, obtained a patent in England for improvements 
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in the material and manufacture of paper. His operations seem to have 
been made with straw. 

1825.—Specimens of bleached and unbleached writing paper were 

exhibited in Boston, which were manufactured in England from pine 

shavings. The fabric was pronounced firmer than any manufactured 
from the ordinary materials. 

The enumeration of patents and experiments since this time becomes 

tedious, But we are still without a substitute for linen and cotton rags.

And then you are smitten by the cheapness, 
or what you think is cheapness; for be it known, that whenever you 
see a book you like, and are determined to buy, it is always cheap. A 
book does not come to you as an intruder. You seek it; and by re- 
flecting as you read, you hold converse with a new acquaintance; you 
compare each other’s minds without danger of violent collision, If 
you do not approve of what he says, you turn from him quietly, with- 
out hard words passing. If you approve, you dwell upon the expres- 
sions and read them over again. Were is at once a double pleasure. 
La Bruyere says: “‘ When a person of feeling and discernment reads a 
book, and it excites in him elevated thoughts, he may be sure the work 
is good, and he needs no other mode of proving it.”

The present month evinces a considerable revival of business Seve- 
ral new works of interest have appeared since our last, and others are 
daily expected. Among the most recently published books, and those 
announced as nearly ready, we may mention a “ Ilistory of Piedmont, 
from the Earliest Times to the Year 1855,” by Antonio Galenga, a Sar- 
dinian Deputy. This work, which arrives at an opportune moment, will 
be in three volumes. The fifth volume of Alison’s “ History of Eu- 
rope” is nearly ready; also, a second edition of the late Dr. Cooke’s 
“History of Ancient and Modern India.” 

In Biography, we have “ Richard Cromwell and the Dawn of the 
Restoration,’ by Guizot; “ The Life of Jeanne d’Albret, Queen of Na- 
varre,” in 2 vols., by Miss Freer; Scottish Heroes of the days of Wal- 
lace and Bruce,” 2 vols., by the Rev. A. Low; Prescott’s “ Philip the 
Second of Spain.” The “ Life an¢ Works of Goethe,” in 2 vols., by G. 
H. Lewes, will be ready in afew days. “The Political Life of Sir Robert 
Peel,” by Thomas Doubleday, and vols. 3 and 4 of “The Life and Wri- 
tings of James Montgomery,” are announced for November. Vols. 1 
and 2 of “ A Portion of the Journal kept by Thomas Raikes, Esq., from 
1831 to 1847,” will be published in November; and a “ Life of Lu- 
ther,” in 48 historical engravings, by G. Kénig. The two concluding 
volumes of “‘ Moore’s Memoirs” will also appear next month, 

In works of Fiction we have an unusual list of female writers. Five 
of the most remarkable are by the author of the “ Head of a Family,” 
the author of “‘ Margaret Maitland,” the author of “ Emilia Wyndham,” 
and works by Mrs. Gore and Miss Kavanagh. New and cheaper edi- 
tions are also announced of “ Villette,” by Currer Bell, and “ Penden- 
nis.” The author of “ Lorenzo Benoni,” has produced “ Doctor Anto- 
nio, a Tale ;” “ Maurice Elvington, or One Out of Suits with Fortune,” 
8 vols.; and “Gilbert Massenger,” by Holme Lee, 1 vol., are also an- 
nounced. 

Our Poets are probably preparing for a more genial appearance at 
Christmas, asfew new poems are announced. ‘ Men and Women,” 2 
volumes of short poems by Robert Browning, announced in our “ Ciren- 
lar” of the 15th ult., will be ready in a few days; also, the “ Mystic,” 
by Philip James Bailey, author of “ Festus,” of which latter work a fifth 
edition is also announced. The Second Volume of Byron’s Works, in 
Murray’s “ British Classics,” is nearly ready. The same publisher an- 
nounces “ The Pilgrimage, and other Poems,” by the Earl of Ellesmere. 
Upwards of eight thousand copies of Tennyson’s “ Maud” have already 
been sold. 

The excitement of the war has not entirely absorbed the interest 
usua'ly taken in foreign travels. Among the latest works of this char-

A volume by the Rev. Richard Taylor, on New Zealand, 
entitled “ The Ika a mani,” with numerous illustrations, will shortly be 
published. The author was for many years a missionary in the country 
he has described. “ Beaten Paths from Boulogne to Babelmandeb,” by 
E. Sullivan; “The Wanderer in Arabia,” by G. T. Lowth, 2 vols. with 
illustrations; “ Minnesota and the Far West,” by Laurence Oliphant ; 
“The Last of the Arctic Voyages,” by Captain Sir Edward Belcher, O. B. 

Mr. Thackeray left England for New York on the 13th instant, to de- 
liver his promised Lectures on the Four Georges. On the evening pre- 
vious to his departure he was entertained at a dinner given by his friends, 
at which Mr. Charles Dickens presided. A popular edition of Mr. 
Thackeray’s Works, entitled “ Miscellanies,” is announced in four vol- 
umes: the first volume to appear on the 31st inst. 

“ Little Dorrit,” the new serial in preparation by Mr. Charles Dick- 
ens, and the first number of which is announced for the 30th of Novem- 
ber, is expected to be a production of unusual interest ;“and we are not 
surprised to hear that Mr. Dickens is contemplating a six months’ séjour 
at Paris—a retirement from the busy life of our metropolis, which can- 
not fail to be profitable to the readers of this naw work.
